This letter pertains to [Project ID #], a distributed generation project to be located at [address]
(the Project), which applied for and received a certificate of eligibility to participate in the
Renewable Energy Growth (REG) Program offered by The Narragansett Electric Company d/b/a
National Grid (National Grid). The Project is intended to serve a [residential/non-residential]
customer, making it subject to the REG tariff (the Tariff), RIPUC No. [2151-G/2152-G]. Section
1 of the Tariff allows the Project a maximum of 24 months to meet all requirements pursuant to
the Tariff, which includes achieving its commercial operation date (COD). The Project currently
has a COD that occurs during 2020.

Some REG projects are experiencing delays due to the current COVID-19 Pandemic (Pandemic)
and have inquired about an extension to the 24-month deadline. At this time, National Grid is
offering an extension of time for up to 120 calendar days for good cause, due to the Pandemic.
Given the uncertainties regarding the duration of the Pandemic, in the event that there are any
future Executive Orders in Rhode Island that prohibit construction or otherwise impact the
deadlines for small and medium RE Growth projects, the Company, in consultation with the
OER and subject to the PUC’s review, will revisit the allowed extension of time for small and
medium RE Growth projects.
